separation from his wife in 1899. John 
Lawson Walton, counsel for the peti- 


tioner explained the subsequent pro- 
ceedings as follows:

ing Frederic Humbert, her htisban-1. 
but Madame 'inerese rising said: "I 
demand to be heard, ! am strong to- 
day, and will explain where the mil- 
lions are." 


The judge however, proceeded with 


the examination of the other defend- 
ants, despite MaJame Humbert's con- 
stant interruptions. 


During Judge Bonnet's searching in- 


terrogation of her husband, Madame 
Tberese 
dramatically 
eaclaimeu: 


"Monsieur the 
president,

clearly showing by your manner, that 
you are against us.

No Danger of Exhaustion. 


As chief of division of the mineral 


resources of the United States, David 
T. Day, rarks high in the knowledge 
of th« production and possibilities of 
petroleum supply of this country. Re- 
cently there have 
been 
numerous 


statements to the effect that the supply 
af petroleum was rapidly diminishing, 
so that the time would come in the 
not -far remote future that would see 
the end of the greatest industry of the 
United States, the one out of which 
the most colossal fortune of th» world 
has been made ia the past 
thirty 


years. Dr Day ridicules these pessi- 
mistic predictions, and says that there 
is no possibility of the supply failing. 
He says that Texas oil has just begun 
to be round, and that there are vast 
stores beneath the surface of Kansas, 
Indian Territory.

The com- 
mander ImraeSifttely ordered an inves- 
tigation, with the result that the un- 


conscious and almost famished man 
was discovered imprisoned between 
several large boxes of merchandise.

tried It in the poultry yard in beds cor- 
ered with wire netting. He selected a 
rich, mellow place in the yard, spaded 
it, then raked it down very fine, sowed 
tlip alfalfa seed on the bed thus made 
ami raked it In. Xext a box was made 
around it of some old boards. Cross- 
pieces were nailed across the top tout 
feet apart and the bos covered with 
wire netting. The one shown Is 4 by 12 
feet and about 18 inches high. The al- 
falfa was soiyn In May. It made con- 
siderable growth the first season snd 
lived through the winter. 
The next 


year It grew the last of May so the 
hens began to eat it through the net- 
ting, and all summer there was hardly 
any time in the day but some hens 
wew on the bed picking the alfalfa 
through the wire. 


Although this scheme promises well, 


there are some things that must b« ob- 
sprvwl or the alfalfa -will not get well 
established in th? bed. It mu»t be 
clipped several times the first year 
close to the Rrmind to keep down the 
w*H>ds. If this Is not done, the alfalfa 
•will not live well, as it will not survive 
without occasional close cutting. This 
must be done every year. Tbe hens 
will only eat the top of the plant, s« 
they can reach It through the netting, 
and this will not do, for it must occa- 
sionally be cut down close, that a new 
jfrowth may start. 


Alfalfa is said to be more valuable 


for poultry on account of its large pro- 
tein content than any other of tbe 
clovers 
It is claimed that It makes 


an exceptionally rich colored joik In 
the eggs.

Tbe All Round Man of th* Century-

The American farmer seems to be a 


very interesting figure to the public 
just now, judging by the amount of 
attention that popular writers and the 
press generally are giving him.

The farmer is almost the 
only man left among us who Is master 
of a whole trade.

tradi^smen—mere cogs in wheels Their 
work demands a constantly diminish- 
in? (jtnintity of creativp ability, of indi- 
viduality. Working with machines and 
like machines, they inevitably lose 
much of tbe Independence that sus- 
tained their fatliors, who were the nil 
around masters of useful trades. Tlwsir 
pmjroniiiPdt induces more and more a 
blind dependence on their more or less 
remote sad impersonal employers. The 
city toller does the thing his employer 
orders in the way bis employer orders 
it. His employer takes all the risks ol 
marketing their joint product, inter- 
poses between the workman and th« 
outer world, does his thinking and 
planning for him.

Creolin is not poisonous, but tbe so- 


lutions need not be used stronger than 
here recommended. It should never be 
used pure internally. 


This wash will kill all tbe fleas on 


the animal. A thorough wash not only 
destroys the fleas, but other Terrain 
that may be infesting the skin as well. 
It cleans the fur, tusking It soft and 
smooth, and heals up the small irrita- 
tions In the skin that occur on flea in- 
fested animals. 


Creolla is alao a deodorizer. 
Dogs 


and cats returning from filthy locali- 
ties, carrying in their fur putrid odors, 
when washed in 1 or 2 per cent creolin 
are rendered inoffensive. It was found 
Tery effective when applied to a dog 
that had killed a skunk. The odor of 
creolin is a very clean one and is disa- 
greeable to few people.

Unless the fleas are removed from 


bouses tb« wash must be repeated oc- 
casionally, as the intruders will soon 
find a breeding place again In the hair 
of oar household animals. These pests 
are most likely to breed under carpets, 
rugs and muta, also under things piled 
on tbe floor, such as books, boxes and 
papers; coii8»qu<>ntly rugs* and mats 
are more desirable than carpets be- 
cause the foncer '.--an b« taken out and 
thoroughly beaten and nbaken to re- 
move eggs and larvrc of the fleas as 
well a« the adult insects. 


If floors contain cracks and crevices, 


such floors Rliould be scrubbed with a 
u per cent solution of creolin. 


The bedding of animals should be 


thoroughly saturated occasionally with 
a 5 per cent solution of creolin.

A Good Milk Strainer. 


A good milk strainer should be sim- 


ple in its construction. All parts of it 
sbould be easily accessible to brush 
aud cloth. Its meshes should be fine 
enough to remove all the solid foreign 
matter and at tbe same time allow the 
milk to pan through tbe filter with a 
reasonable degree of rapidity. At the 
New York experiment station, where 
tbe efficiency of many milk strainers 
and filters has been carefully tested. It 
.was found that, all things considered, 
a strainer consisting of a wire gauze 
and four layers of cheesecloth Is most 
practical and most efficient.
